to the present if Mis persisted in rer 
iteroliug ^e; sfaatemeut, notwithstanu- 
.'ingjthat its uiiW groundlessness apd 
untiyith^h^d been bviir and over again 
pointed put and' denounced iu this 
journal.' The little organ at Cariboo, 
taking up the key from the organ-iu- 
chief here, had begun to hum the same 
tune. The five meuibor.s wore tniitors 
to their Province. All patriotism, of 
course, dwelt in Amor's bosom! On r^i- 
turijiii"^' from the I'^etleral eapitiil Ihe 
men^ber for Cariboo lost no time in in- 
tertupting thesong of the Barkerville 
organ.

Ici a late issue you rcitenited the as- 
sertion that "five out of six of our re- 
presentatives voluntarily idlixed their 
(agtia.ure to a 'round rubin' disclaini- 
iu^ any: desire on their ^art to see a 
rfipresentative from British Columbia 
take a seat in the Cabinet. Tliis as- 
sertion I characterise ns absolutely 
false, I, ns one of the five alluded to, 
having never seen or sij^ned such a 
document, nor even heard or dreampt 
of its existence.

Now, althougli the ''editor's note" 
is sufHciently hiiiuiliating, wo feel 
called upon to point out that there is 
falsehood wrapped up in the miseiable 
whimper. Whatever it ^ot from' Ottawa 
jounialri' looking iu that (lirectiuu \v;is 
the handiwork of the plottmp Amor, 
hiuiself, and certainly cnnnot faii'ly be 
quoted by him in oxteniuition of liis 
slanders here. But when he asserts 
that he received liis information from 
"Toronto journals," he asserts what is 
untrue, knowin^r it to be so! Hero is 
what lie got, and all he got, from "To- 
lOi.t) j.)Uinals" on the sul ject; — 

"Ott.\w.\, ^Mav 1- — Some members of 
the House of Commons, with whom 
the wish was father to tiie thought, have 
been circulating a report tlmt the Bri- 
tish Columbia rejjiesentatives have 
signed "arouiul robin," in which they 
declare that ' h. y will go ovur in a botly 
to the Oiipobitioii , unless one oi their 
number be taken into the CJabinet. 
The rumor is wholly without founda- 
tion. The British Columbians neither 
ask for nor do.sire such an appoint- 
ment. The round robin was of a veiy 
different character, certainly not inim- 
ical to the Government." This item 
was sent to the Toronto "Jlail" by its 
Ottawa correspondent; and so far frouj 
asserting the slander, itcontradicts and 
domoli.slies it, at the same time point- 
ing va^'uely at its author and objei:t. 
And this is how the organ tries to 
sneak out of the mess 1 How true ii 
is that

And this i.-b the end of all Amor's 
wire-pulling and misrepresentation 
which absorbed his attention duiiiig 
the whole session! \\'h'at a gloiioii-. 
fruition! As for the oihertwo iiiembcis 
alluded to, thi;y arc no doubt in a [jots- 
ition, equally witli Mr. Thompson, to 
contradict the slander. Why they 
have permitted it tupass unchallenged 
for so long is best known to thi:jii- 
ee'.ves; but we feel bound to say the 
member for Caril)oo has pnr.sued the 
manly course in this mutter. ^Vhat a 
despicable iigiire our contcini>orary 
ha ■ cat i 1 flit iJfiir, frj.n li.'J. to 
last. Caught in the act, it has been so 
publicly ])illoried that one would 
think it wouhl at least put (Jii a show 
of reformation; but we vtuiture to say 
that it will only be hardened in iniqin- 
ty, and that it will return to its cjur.-i' 
of misrupiesontatiou and falsehood 
with a bolder front than ever. We 
must compliment the local Govern- 
ment upon the singular fitness of their 
organ. Like Miui try, like organ. 

Federal Dellaqaenoies 

With the tenor and pari;ort of yester- 
day's letidinF; article of our local oontcm- 
porary wo for the most part agree. In 
truth it (looH nut matorinlly ilifl'.u' in effect 
from what appealed in oar own eoluiims 
several weeks ago. Btil while there e.xiKla 
in tuis ir'roviuco very doop and (jOtioral 



iliasatisfactioii on account of what would 
really aijpoar to be inexcusable delay on 
the part of the Federal Government in 
irespect to the public works promised and 
so long proviJod for in tlio Bitimatns, it 
may I o-]nst na well to tixei'i'lso a little 
(lisorimination in pushinjj homo guilt to 
tho proper (jaarter. AVitliont any desire 
whatever on otu' part to sliieUl the Feder- 
al Government I'rom tlesorveil tMUisnre, we 
would reniinil tho pul)lic that, at^eori'ims: 
to die goniiisaiul principles of Ile.sponsible 
Go . orumuut, it is not tho Ministry, so 
much us their own representatives that 
tho people should look to nud hold ra- 
aponsihlo. Without protending for the 
present to apportion tho blame amongst 
thosi.x gentlomon who represent this Fro- 
viiiee in tho House of Commons, lot us 
oxaiuino for n little tho po.sition of the 
ono making the loudu&t protensijus in 
this respect. Through the whole session 
ho sat mostly dumb. It would have boon 
mtinitely nu)ro to hia credit and to the 
credit of thu Province if lie liad never 
ULiiUiOil his minitli. Tliero Im sat mute 
as an oyster wliili! the Hoeining fareo of re- 
voting ai)|n-opriations for tlii.s I'rovinee 
was enacted. Not a word of complaint 
because the approprialions had not been 
expended, as tlioy ought to have been, 
last yea,". Not en-ci; an expression of 
hope liiat they woukl l)o expmile.l tliis 
year seems to have esoapod liis lips. It 
mast not be supposed, liowover, tnat he 
was i-Ue tlarino- tho session. Oh! liear no. 
On tho contrary, he did an amount of 
.scheming, wire-pulling andbuttonhoiing 
that is porfectly iimazingnnd wholly un 
precedented. In trulli.so much did hia la- 
l).)rs at Ottawa wear upon hia constitu- 
tion tijitt he was unable to iiieet his con- 
sul iiciiti at Es(iuimalt the oilier evening, 
tiul he has announced liis intention of 
going into the country for a week or so to 
recruit bis health. All this is very im- 
pro.ssivo and calculated to beget in the 
br!>ast of bin constituents feelings of sym- 
pathy and gnititiulo. The luoro suscep- 
tible might ovi'u Iw melted to tears by 
the etnisiJeration of so much uuseliisli 
devotion. Uiiseltisii, did wo .say ? Wait a 
bii, and see. Uf what did these herculean 
labors consist? The story is soon told: 
A not very creditable eifort to force him- 
self into the Dominion Cabinet; and an 
even loss creditable etl'orc li) interfi;n' 
with a p:tltry Federal appointment. sAnd 
socompletidy absorbed \i'a3 he with these 
that ho found no time to attend to the 
intorest.d of hia couatituonla. Tho dry 
dock, the Federal buildiags, thepruinised 
[irotection to the farmers, all were 
ov(!il)oked, forgotten in the indecent 
.-.trugglo for oliiee and iiatrouage. And 
this i.s the man who, on retarnin^' to a 
duL-eived and neglceted constilneney. has 
the che 'k to jjiich into tho Fei'.eial Gov- 
ernment through his own paper for not 
doing what he forgot to ONk thtm to do 
while at Ottaiva! Thia is ho wlio comes 
back to concoct a misorahly lame stovy 
about the <b'y dock i l\'u]iie of Victoria, 
of I'.sciuimalt, of British Columbia, turn 
this pjiiticul fraud over and look r.t him. 
Wlntii our moat pretentious would-bc 
li'iiding representative acts thus, it seems 
questionable how far we are justilied in 
blaming the Federal Government; for 
now were the Govornmenlto kno w tlienr- 
geney of our need savi? through the iiii- 
(jor unity of our repn.'seiitatives 'i" Least 
of ill! is this man entitled to bhtino them. 
Bat tho people aro beginning to under- 
.stauil the man, and hiaaltcmpt to gain a 
little cheap popularity now by bliuiag 
tlio Government, where he himself ia 
cliijfly to bbmiG, will not serve him. Ibit 
the disi'asi) has culminated and demands 
in.-^t.iiit remedy. Instead, tliei-cfore, of 
frui'le.ss iiiid possibly unjust railing at tlic

.rf'^ONDON, July 28.— At Carthagena, 
Spain, yesterday, the red flag whicli had 
been ll^-ing above tho fortresses and ships 
in tho harbor was replaced by tho ha- 
tionulflag. In anticipation of trouble 
tl|e;it:paipIi^:MQn^ez hud left the ardenal 
yam^vrid "ahcliorod near the fort ready 
for any movement, as did nl.^o tlio Mun- 
ancia, \''itl;oria and others. To-day the 
ironclads, accomiianied by three {ships, 
were to sail from the harbor and if intbr- 
fjrod with were to ^re , upon the attacking 
vessels. A sanguinary naval ongagenieut 
i I expected. The; British and Russian 
Consuls have received 'orders from their 
le.-peotivo ministers to notify their crui- 
sers tnat rebel shipsare pirates and to treat 
thorn as such. The rcliels threaten that 
if any vessel belonging to foreign powers 
interfere they will massacre every Consul 
and foreigner in the city. Strangers are 
apprehensive and are fleeing for their 
lives. jr 

Madrid, Jnly 28— Tho Eopnbliean Ar 
tilleryinon in Valencia have joined the lu- 
snrgonts. Two additional German men- 
of-war and another Britisli friguto havo 
arrived at Carthagena.

She ran out to give tho 
alarm and brought three or four men 
into tho house. Nesbit had fled. The 
chief constable was apprised of tho 
matter and was soon on tlio alert. On 
his search ho (entered the Lindsay Ho- 
tel and found that the prisoner was 
in bed up in the third story. Ho quick- 
ly ascended and opened the door o( 
tho room. The prisoner made no ro- 
sistanco, and the handcufls were quick- 
ly clasped. He was (onveyed to a 
place of security. Tho greatest ex- 
citement prevails. The prisoner had 
a narrow escape fi'om being lyiiclicd. 
An inquest was held and the jury 
returned a verdict of murder. 



Manitoba- 
Four G.VRRY', M.m., .fuly 12 --The ex- 
iiinination into the Gordon case still con- 
tinues before Judge Bottouriiay, and will 
probably last a day or two longer.

The Adjourned Session.

— "Numerous rumors are current in 
relVroiice to tiic August session. Cur- 
tain con-ospondeiits assunuj to know 
that the Goveruiiieiit has called upon 
all its supporters to attend without 
fail, while certain journals, notably 
the "Nouveau Mondo," announces that 
•• ho meeting of Pttrliament'in August 
promises to be i*- vWy'' imjioirtant and

All these rumors are, we believe, en- 
tirely without foundation. We re- 
member that at th«i adjournraeiit of 
the House Sir John A. Macdonald pos- 
itively assured the opposition that Par- 
liament would meet in August only to 
receive tlio roport of tho committee, 
which should be quietly latd ' on the 
table without discussion, after which 
Parliament should be prorogued by a 
vice-regal commission. In a word, it 
is nnderstood tbuL tlio House will sit 
only on tho afternoon of the lIUli of 
August, iuul as these aro not like the 
times of Cronivvell when royal preroga- 
tives wore ignored by the Parliament, 
the sessi(jii will be immediately ter- 
minated, since it will be the wish of 
tho Governor. All the rumors about 
the session of tlie l.'itli of August aro 
therefore void of foundation and false."
